SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled 22) A13295\002_022Jpg_files\002_022.jpg is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a printout of a JPEG computer image file which consists of a colour 
reproduction of a photograph. The presentation of the female depicted in the 
photograph degrades, dehumanises and demeans her, and reinforces negative 
attitudes and sexual behaviour towards females, to such a degree and in such a 
manner as to render necessary an objectionable classification. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, 
given the level of the degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements in this 
publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law 
that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
